septic 
method; 
that

asceptic 
treatment, which is now universal in 
civil surgery, would not do—the war 
wounds demanded 
antiseptic dress- 
ings, and strong antiseptics at that. 
The antiseptic 
method, 
however, 
has been notoriously unsuccessful and 
the army surgeons are getting away 
from it. 
It is true that miraculous 
stories reached America telling of the 
Dakin-Carrel 
antiseptic s o l u t i o n , 
which, if you believed . the 
reports, 
was to take care of all germ life by 
some mysterious higher mathemati- 
cal equation 
perhaps 
involving the 
fourth dimension. 
This Dakin-Carrel 


solution—a modified hypochlorite so- 
lution—seems to have been heralded 
across the water by the same roman- 
ticists who brought tbe news of the 
phenomenal paste which, 
by 
mere 
magic, suddenly creates 
new 
ears, 
noses and other missing appendages! 
Whatever 
may 
have 
been 
the 
reason that impelled army surgeons 
to relapse 
into the 
antiseptic era 
early in the war, they have seeri the 
error of their ways. The physiologic- 
al treatment has once more come in- 
to general use. 
This physiological 
method is the one advocated by Sir 
Almroth Wright, father of bacterial 
vaccine treatment. 
Wright knows a 
thing or two about 
germs and sur- 
jery, and Great: Britain gladly avails 
iierself of his counsel in these mat- 
ters. 
Wright and numerous otber 
authorities in England ' declare that 


War are Treated 


New tissue cells and the bacteria 
cell are so nearly alike in nature tha 
it is Utopian to exect that an anti 
septic will ever be found to destroy 
or inhibit the latter without also dam 
aging the former. • 
The antiseptic -principle introducec 
by Lister 
was 
one of tbe 
greal 
epochal discoveries of surgery 
but 
the method itself has been improvec 
upon by pyhsiological treatment anc 
every day the use of antiseptics 
is 
decreasing", both in war and in civil 
surgery. 
Cleanliness plus 
science plus Na- 
ture constitutes the formula for heal- 
ing wounds, 
an art which 
can practice. 


"Scientific neglect" is 
only a. surgical expert 
It is as far removed 
. 
from antiseptic treatment on the one 
hand as it is from unskilful manage- 
ment on the other — neither the "an- 
tispetic" ointment nor the dirty poul- 
tice can do for a 
wound or ulcer 
what brains alone will achieve.
